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Matthew 2:2: ‘‘We saw the star in the East, and are 
come to worship Him.” 

The star has always been a symbol of mystery. Ancient 
wise men sought to road human destiny in the stars. 
Modern wise men seek in the stars, and the rays that 
come from them, some of the deepest secrets of the 
world. But Christmas brings the greatest mysteries of all. 

It contains the mystery of the birth of a little child. 
I care not how much science may have taught about how 
a little child is conceived and grows and is born. Still 
there is a baffling mystery that fills every new father 
and mother with wonder: How this little life came to be; 
how in its sleeping form there lies gathered the heredity 
of ages past; how in that little child resides the possibilities 
of a man or woman yet to btr, how in that little child some¬ 
thing is born which does not die but in God’s world lives 
on in eternity. When we celebrate the birth of the Christ- 
child we are celebrating the birth of every child and 
bowing in humility before the mystery of life itself. 

Perhaps the greatest mystery of all is one to which 
we have given a long Latin name, “incarnation.” This 
means that God, who is the greatest Mystery of all, 
greater than our own thoughts can ever imagine, has yet 
poured Himself into a human life, that when the child 
grows to be a man, he might show all men what God is 
like and bring all men to God. How great is the distance 
between God and Man! Yet, in Jesus, God bridges that 
distance and speaks to all men in one universal language, 
the language of a human life. 

A third mystery of Christmas time makes all our 
hearts tender. Men who have been hard become kindly, 
and families where there have been tears now laugh and 
play together, and in a world of hatred and fear, love 
lives again. It all goes back to that little Child Whose 
birth was heralded by a star of mystery, and to Whose 
cradle in a manger wise men came with the best gifts 
of earth. 

Christmas time is no time for us to feel proud of 
ourselves, confident of our own wisdom, boastful of our 
own goodness. It is a time to be humble and reverent, to 
worship before the greatest mystery of all, and to let the 
love of Christ guide us into a new and very tender kind 
of joy. 


S.M. Planning Commission 
Appoints Study Committee 


Calif. Water & Telephoi 
A Decade of Expansion 


The December meeting of the Sierra Madre Planning 
Commission was hold in the Council Chambers, Thursday, 
Dec. 19, with all Commissioners present with the excep¬ 
tion of Commissioners Beau¬ 
mont and Petz. 

The first item on the 
agenda was the public hear¬ 
ing on the Murphy Variance, 
lots 322 and 323 at 546 
Sturtevant Drive, and the 
continuation of Steward 
Variance at same address. 

Mr. Steward was granted 
a variance to consolidate 
three lots and then divide 
into two parcels, and Mrs. 

Murphy, who bought a par¬ 
cel of this land, was grant¬ 
ed a variance to have a set¬ 
back of It'i feet for the ga¬ 
rage she must have. These 
variances were granted be¬ 
cause the Planning Commis¬ 
sion felt this was a most 
unusual situation and the 
best way to correct the mis¬ 
take that had been made. 

Next on the agenda was 
the Methodist Church Con¬ 
ditional use permit. The 
church owns the parcel of 
land east of the church and 
was requesting permit to 
u.se land for Sunday 
School buildings and the 
north portion of this par¬ 
cel for parking area. The 
Conditional Use Permit was 
granted with stipulation 
that walls be built on' east 
side and north side and no 
ingress or egress onto Mon- 
tecito. 

Under the old business, 
the Planning Commission 
felt the i)arkway and side¬ 
walks and the Canyon were 
too important to act hastily 
on; much study and consid¬ 
eration should be put into 
these items because of their 
importar ••e to the city. A 
committee was sot up, con¬ 
sisting of members from the 
PTA, Police Department and 
Planning Commission, to 
study those thoroughly, 
visit the locations and to 
report to the Planning Com¬ 
mission at the next regular 
meeting. 

The Davey lot-split at 84 
Monterey Lane, to split one 
lot into four parcels and con¬ 
struct three new homes, 
was held over for further 
study, with no action taken. 

A lot-split was granted to 
Turner, lot 1, tract 18486, 
southeast corner of High¬ 
land and Michillinda. These 
lots meet the requirements 
of the City Code of 7,500 
square feet. Mr. Turner is 
to submit a new map to the 
Planning Commission with 
the new boundaries straight¬ 
ened out. 

A hearing was set to 
amend code concerning Sec¬ 
tion 9443(b), R-3 sideyards. 

This was referred from the 
City Council to the Plan-

The 
state gained 140,175 new 
telephones in 1963, nearly 
2,700 every week, boosting 
its total to 1,825,0()0. 

The 43 Independent tele- 
prone operating companies 
serve 25 per cent of the 
state. Almost 45 per cent of 
the state consists of unserv¬ 
iceable territory made up of 
mountains, deserts, lakes 
and national parks. 


USITA represents the non- 
Bell sector of the telephone 
indu.stry, made up of 2,645 
operating companies which 
serve more than half the 
nation’s geographic service 
area. Independents serve 
more than 13 million tele¬ 
phones, more than the total 
of Britain and France com¬ 
bined. 

General Telephone Co. of 
California is the state’s and 
nation’s biggest Indepen¬ 
dent. 

California Water & Tele¬ 
phone Co. is the second 
largest Independent. Its in¬ 
vestment includes 213,800 
telepliones and $104 million 
in plant, and has budgeted 
$17 million for expansion in 
1964. 

Nenzel said the next de¬ 
cade is expected to provide 
the greatest growth in the 
history of California Water 
^ Tel. He said he anticipat¬ 
ed a gain of 28,000 new tele¬ 
phones in 1964, more than 
his company’s total stations 
in 1948. 

Last year his utility in¬ 
stalled a Fully Automatic 
Switched Teletype (FAST) 
system, developed especial¬ 
ly for the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, which handles 20 mil¬ 
lion records annually. The 
Los Angeles Board of Super¬ 
visors authorized $10 mil¬ 
lion to establish FAST and 
in 1964 an electronic com¬ 
puter is to be linked with 


ning Commission.

In Police parlance H.B.D. 
refers to a driver who Had 
Been Drinking and who has 
committed a traffic viola¬ 
tion or has become involved 
in an accident. 

The following is taken 
from the California High¬ 
way Patrol relative to “The 
Drinking Driver”: 

“The drinking driver is 
many violators in one. The 
element of hazard is im¬ 
minent in every action he 
performs. California ex¬ 
perienced 3,368 fatal acci¬ 
dents during 1961. 1,100 or 
33 per cent were Classified 
as HBD (Had Been Drink¬ 
ing) in which one or more 
drivers of one or more of the 
vehicles involved was a 
HBD driver. 21,458 or 20.3 
per cent of 105,631 injury 
accidents were classified as 
HBD in which one or more 
drivers of one or more ve¬ 
hicles involved was a HBD 
driver. Since 1950 the fatal 
accidents involving HBD 
drivers has increased 115.1 
per cent and the injury ac¬ 
cidents involving HBD driv¬ 
ers was increased 76 per 
cent. During the period 1950 
to 1961, all fatal accidents 
increased only 24.5 per cent. 
Injury accidents during this 
same period increased 68.2 
per cent. Thus, not only is 
his potential for accidents 
high, but the degree of 
severity is unfortunately 
greater.”

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THE TIME HAS COME 
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The President of the United States has 
been murder^ by a Marxist-Communist 
within the United States.
